Bear Dr. Tboktcsun: Hic¬ 
cup* have just about got me 
out of my pea-picking mind. I 
bad surgery in 1962 and bad 
hiapups for five months. In 
1 9ft. surgery again, and hic- 
cefa two years later. My 
daator ha* tried about every¬ 
thing, and I've tried every 
remedy I've heard of. and 
have them 97 per cent of 
ilia time.—L.C. 

A hiccup is a spasm of the 
difphragm, and it's no joke to 
tif victim when it seta up as 
a . repeated reflex — hiccups 
lift won't slop. 

Jltere are lots of causes of 
hiBcups. lota of home reme¬ 
dies. and a few methods that 


aren't very well known, which 
I'll mention. 

Commoneat cause of hic¬ 
cups is stomach irritation, 
from overeating, from highly 
seasoned foods, or too much 
alcohol. But again, hicoups 
can result from some serious 
condition — uremia, or brain 
infections such as encephalitis 
and dehydration 

One commonly overlooked 
cause is related to iJie ear 
drum — a hair, or wax 
pressing against the ear 
drum, setting up a reflex 
mechanism and producing Ihe 
spasm of the diaphragm 
Cleansing the ear often is the 
answer. 

Finally, anesthesia can 
bring on hiccups during or 


after an operation, a* in Mr. 
L C. s case. 

There are any number of 
home remedies for ihe hic¬ 
cups, and usually one of them 
works: breathing into a paper 
bag, gulping for sometimes 
sipping) cold water, extend¬ 
ing the head backward and 
holding the breath as long as 
possible producing a sneeze; 
inducing vomiting: tickling 
the throat with a cotton swab. 

When the ordinary methods 
won't work, more complicated 
procedures may be necessary 
One is instillation of ammonia 
or a pledget soaked in ether 
into the nostril This is a 
matter for a physician to 
perform it's not a do-it- 
yourself remedy.

Disquieting Disparities 


T HE GOVERNMENTS paltry concession to de¬ 
mands for revision of the old age pension rates 
has heen condemned by Tom Barnett, NDP 
member of Parliament for Comox-Alberni, as 
"part of a plan for perpetuating poverty." 

In the House of Commons Wednesday he 
bitterly attacked the bill which is the vehicle for 
the pension change, including that ridiculous 42- 
cent increase in the basic rate bringing it to $80 a 
month after January 1, 1971. 

Pension increases, said Mr Barnett, were "far 
behind" those won by wage earners. 

TT»is must be the under statement of the year, 
for the pitiable Increase is so far behind wage 
increases and pension improvements in other fields 
as to be out of sight of them. 

Moreover, the escalator clause which allowed 
a maximum 2 per cent increase annually to meet 
the rising cost of living has been denied the age 65- 
and-over group. 

What makes the government’s treatment of 
the pensioners the more odious is the unrestrained 
generosity it shows when considering pensions and 
remuneration for members of the Commons. 
Remember last May, when the government 
brought in pension boosts? A member with two or 
more terms In the House would he eligible for 
pension rising from $6,300 to $13,500 depending on 
time in office, up from the previous $3,000 $9,000 
levels. 

The maximum increase, therefore, was more 
than 100 per cent. 


Meanwhile, retired public servants were being 
given boost* of from 2 to 42 per cent. 

Now the government Is planning wide-ranging 
departmental and organizational changes which 
will creatr new jobs for an undetermined but 
substantial number of members on the Liberal side 
of the House with proper accompanying emolu 
ments on top at their current $18,000 a year. 

This omnibus bill empowers the government to 
create an unlimited number of new ministers of 
state who would be attached to various departments 
as are the present ministers without portfolio. For 
this responsibility they would receive $15,000 extra 
salary and $2,000 more for a car allowance. 

That's not all. The bill provides for the 
appointment t< as many parliamentary secre¬ 
taries as there are ministers, or an increase ot 
from 16 to 28. This coveted job brings with it a 
$4,000 a year bonus and prospects for eventual 
cabinet rank. 

Ministers without portfolio will continue to 
receive their extra $10,000 a year, although there 
is some thought they may be gradually phased out. 
But there will be no urgency, it is safe to say. 

Soon to be heard from is that specially 
appointed team studying parliamentary earnings 
with a view to bringing in recommendations 
respecting revisions It is freely speculated 
advances in salary for members will be settled 
somewhere between $6,000 and $10,000 a year. 

It must be a comfort to the lowlier that those 
who govern them are well Insulated against worry 
about anything else than the affairs of state. 



Relief in Sight? 


I S THERE A GLIMMER OF HOPE for the fail¬ 
ing United Appeal in the report on social serv¬ 
ices of the Victoria area just released? 

It would appear so, without wishful thinking. 
The report and its recommendations are 
complex and will take weeks, perhaps months, to 
digest fully. 

But it does state quite bluntly something a lot 
of people have been thinking for a long time — 
that there is serious overlapping of services being 
dispensed by many of the 80-odd agencies 
operating here. 

By correcting this situation there could be 
considerable saving, and demands on United 
Appeal funds might ne lessoned. 

Something has to be done about the United 
Appeal which has not reached its objective since 
1967 when there was a budget of $600,000. It fell 
short In 1968 by $40,000 when $655,000 was 
required, and was off the mark by $40,000 again 
last year when the target was $694,000. This year 
the struggle has been wprse with only about 
$600,000 of $701,314 in sight. 

Not all of the agencies in the study made by a 


committee of the Victoria Community Council at 
the request of the Capital Regional Board are 
members of the United Appeal family, but the 
overlapping of effort includes member agencies. 

The study brought constructive criticism of 
the operation of various social agencies in the fields 
of income maintenance, counselling, Institutional 
services, recreation and informal education, health 
and rehabilitation, special education, research and 
emergency services. 

There will be unhappiness in some of the 
agencies with the findings, particularly those 
whose work could be done better by others in the 
opinion of the investigators. But a practical 
approach must be taken with a view to savings in 
expenditures, even if it means reductions in 
payrolls. 

The chairman of the fact-finders, John A. di 
Castri, says no one need fear for his job as a result 
of implementation of any of the recommendations. 
But there are indications in the report that savings 
could be affected in personnel. And if this can be 
done without harming services being supplied, let it 
be done . . .

The Complication of Democracy 


r iE liberals claim to have 
Invented (through their 
latest convention) a modern 
■ y s t e m of participatory 
democracy. They could just 
as well claim to have In¬ 
vented a modern round wheel. 

There is no such thing as 
nun-participatory democracy. 

Democracy means power ol 
tha people which is exercised 
through participation of the 
citizenry in the direction of 
the activIBes of the state.

This form of direct democ¬ 
racy was tailor-made for the 
tiny size of the community 
and the simplicity of Us 
administrative requirements. 
It vanished with the dis¬ 
appearance of the city-state. 

The eventual rebirth of the 
democratic form of govern¬ 
ment la Europe and North 
America necessitated adapta¬ 
tions of the method of citi¬ 
zens’ participation in self- 
government. The size of the 
democratic nation-stales that 


emerged from the feudal and 
imperial social structures 
made the origins] Greek 
method of direct participation 
of ail citizens In government 
impracticable. 

After long experimentation, 
the evolving modern democ¬ 
racies perfected the form of 
representative government we 
have today. Under this Sys¬ 
tem, citizens participate In 
self-rule at all levels by 
periodicsily electing their 
representatives. 


The choice of representation 
Is, with the exception of most 
municipal elections, provided 
by organized political parties 
which compete for the execu¬ 
tive office. 

The competition involves 
programs for the manage¬ 
ment of public affairs and 
personalities seeking to im¬ 
plement those programs. 
Political parties solicit citi¬ 
zens' participation in the 
formulation of programs and 
in the selection of candidates 
through their organization. 

In most instances they 
manage to engage in this 
participatory work only a 
fraction of the population. 

The end product of this 
process is an assembly of 
elected representatives who 
collectively embody and exer¬ 
cise the power of the people. 

Undep the procedure 
evolved in Britain and 
adopted by Canada, the politi¬ 


cal party with the largest 
number of elected representa¬ 
tives forms the executive 
(government) which is re¬ 
sponsible for Us day-to-day 
actions to the assembly (Par¬ 
liament) and through it to the 
electorate 

When this system took its 
present form, political repre¬ 
sentation was a part-time 
activity. Parliament# met for 
relatively short periods of 
time and laws made by them 
on behalf of the people were 
relatively simple and easy to 
understand. 

Members o f Parliament 
could spend most of their 
time in their constituencies as 
visible and easily-accessible 
links between tire government 
and the electorate. 

The ever-growing complex¬ 
ity of the modern state 
gradually eroded the close¬ 
ness of this relationship. 
Parliament now is In session 
almost continuously and its 
members are full-time legis¬ 
lators who can pay only brief 
visit to their ridings. 


The voter consequently 
loses the sense of participa¬ 
tion In the process of self- 
government between elec¬ 
tions. 

Although modern communi¬ 
cations give the citizen much 
more information than he 
ever had about what is being 
said and done on bis behalf by 
the elected representatives. 


this mass of Information docs 
not allay the growing feeling 
of isolation and impotence to 
influence those who make the 
big decisions that affect bis 
way of life. 

This feeling of remoteness 
has created a new and serious 
problem for the representa¬ 
tive democracies. 

A good deal of the social 
ferment we have seen In 
recent years is the direct 
product of this feeling 
people who often have no 
notion how our political sys¬ 
tem evolved and what its 
alternatives are. 


Politicians, alarmed by the 
exploitation of the ignorance 
of youthful idealism for politi¬ 
cal violence, are frantically 
searching for institutional and 
procedural reforms that 
would rekindle the sense of 
people's participation in the 
day-to-day business of repre¬ 
sentative self-government. 

The Liberals seized on Mr. 
Trudeau's participatory de¬ 
mocracy slogan and thouglU 
they bad discovered a method 
f.ir giving it meaning through 
a new approach to policy¬ 
making. 

What they produced is an 
illusion. 

ExjxrlmenU with plebis¬ 
citary democracy are not only 
retrogressive, but in present 
conditions, help to pave the 
way to anarchy and dictator¬ 
ship.

North of Nanaimo most 
steelhpaders use a 10-foql or 
longer rod of the strip-casting 
type, a Silex reel, and drift 
the runs and fish the pockets 
with a float, with lure set 
below die float at just the 
right dislance to bob it along 
the bottom.

A 2-0 hook i» about right 
and if you are using roe tie 
your leader «o the knot stays 
around due bend of the hook 
and leaves e Imp along tlie 
shank which can be pulled 
taut through the qye for 
holding the roe on to the 
hook. 

Weight* for spinning should 
be about a foot from the hook 
and may be the easy-to-use 
rubber core weights, a series 
of split leads, or pencil lead 
held onto the line by surgical 
tubing, either slipped along 
the lint or attached by a 
three-way swivel. There are a 
numlier of weight hookups, 
usually designed so you can 
hang up on bottom and get 
free by losing only the weight. 


The Sookc. which is a 
Christmas season river, gets 
its water from (he heavily 
logged Iztech River water¬ 
shed. There are no trees left 
to hold the water. 

Heavy rains send it into 
flash flood conditions in 
almost a matter of hours . . . 
and it subsides just as 
quickly. 

Tlit time to hit the Sooke Is 
Immediately following a 
heavy rain. Start out jual ■■ 
the rain is slowing down a 
little and you might just hit it 
lucky 

Hie steelhead come in with 
the flood water and then you 
only liave to wait until the 
river subaides enough to 
make it fiihtble. 


Most important thing In 
stcclhcading is to get that 
bait or lure Ikounctng on the 
bottom That means you are 
going to hang up and lose 
plenty of tackle. But unless 
you get to the bottom you are 
not likely to get a fish. 

Always carry an abundance 
of weights ami hooks when 
tramping the rivers . . . and if 
you arc using roc, that is ail 
you need carry. 

il takes experience to know 
when a steelliead is taking 
your lure. 

Sometimes they strike and 
take off like a bomb. 

More olten they suck at the 
bait and the rod just dtps 
slightly.

Amount of weight used 
depend* on depth of water 
and sjieed of the water. It 
must be just enough to keep 
the bait or lure moving along 
the bottom in the current. 

When using a float or a 
bobber spread the weights out 
for a foot or two every three 
inches. 


Rivers, like the Cowichan 
and the Nanaimo, which arc 
backed by big lakes are slow 
to reach flooding, and when 
they get high they will 
maintain fishing levels longer 
than other rivers. Then there 
are flow-controlled rivers like 
the Big Qualicum, Puntledge 
and Campbell which are 
always fishable 

There is a lot of luck and a 
lot of know-how in reaching a 
river when It ia Just at that 
right steelheading level. 

When it ia murky and 
running fast, you can use 
heavier line . say 15, even 
20-pound test, but when a 
river is low and crystal clear 
you must use light leaders 
say 10 and as low as 
eight-pound test, and be just 
as wily as you can to attract 
that steelhead. 


The inexperienced angler 
thinks he is just touching 
bottom. The experienced 
angler recognize* the differ¬ 
ence between bottom bumping 
and a fish . . . and it is that 
recognition that makes the 
difference between getting 
fish and not getting them. 

As ssoon as there is any 
change in action of the rod lip 
the experienced angler waits 
a split second, to give the fish 
a chanoe to suck in the bait 
but not long enough for it 
to spit it out — and then be 
strikes by yanking the rod 
back and setting the hook.

In Ihe ll.S. not one jmtsoii wearing u combination 
shoulder harness and lap belt bus been killed in an auto 
accident at speeds of up lo t>0 m.p.h. And not one driver 
wearing a lup belt alone has been killed at the wheel of a 
car equipped with a coilu|»ihle steering assembly in an 
accident below 50 m.p.h. These statistics were reported by 
Douglas Toms, the new director of the National Highway 
Safety Bureau of the Department of Transportation. In 
fact, he said, one manufacturer, G.M.. told him it knows 
of no dcutii in an accident up to 80 m.p.h in which an oc¬ 
cupant was wearing a belt-harness combination. 

The first major documentation of the life-saving poten¬ 
tials of body restraints came from a study Volvo made in 
Sweden in the mid-1960.*. Reviewing 38.000 accidents, Ihe 
manufacturer found no deaths below 60 m.p.h. among 
drivers or front-scat passengers in belts and harnesses 
But occupants unrestrained died at speeds as low as 12 
m.p.h 

On the basis of a recent study it i* estimated that be¬ 
tween 8.000 and 10.UOO lives a year could be saved in the 
U.S alone if Ihe combination belts were worn. Shouldn't 
you be wearing yours?

For the time being, at least, opinion seemed unanimous 
that if Cassius bad the difficulty he appeared to be 
experiencing against graceless, plodding Oscar Bonavena. then 
he would not remain conscious long in the remorseless 
Frazier's company.

To be sure, Casius did what was necessary to preserve tha 
glittering promise of a ziUion-dollar production with Frazier. 
After 14 rounds he was safely In front as everyone had been 
confident he would be, and in the 15th he made bingo at 
Bonavena hit the deck three times. 

To be sure. Bonavena had never been stopped in seven 
years of brawling, and he had put Frazier down twice in their 
25 rounds together. 

However, Frazier had just completed one year aa a 
professional when he met the shaggy goucho the first time, and 
Bonavena was by far his most formidable opponent Up to then 
He won in 10 rounds that time and two years later won more 
emphatically in 15.

Psychiatrists recall the example, oi a 
student, called upon to speak at a school 
sport* rally, who predicted the home team 
wo* going lo loss. 

Hi* forecast was hascri on statistical- 
probabilities that he had worked out himself, 
so he could not understand the round of hous 
that greeted him. 

There also is the case of the child who 
could identify 18 symphonies before she was 
two years old, but who would not speak and 
sat motionless gazing info S|iaee. 

Another child, this one attending a special 
school in Victoria, cannot draw the simplest 
human figure yet produces drawings of the 
fixtures in the bathroom that look like the 
the work of a draftsman. 

AH are children who suffer autism, 
possibly the most baffling and paradoxical 
behavioral disorder that [wychiatrists try to 
deal will) 

There are about 110 known autistic children 
in the Victoria area and four of them are 
attending a special das* five days a week 
that was organized one month ago by Ihe 
newly-tormed Society for Autistic Children. 

However, the parents are wondering how 
much longer the class will continue because 
they have not been able to pay the teacher. 

Dr Philip Ney, a child psychiatrist, is 
credited by the parents with providing the 
thrust fur the programs that now exist in 
Victoria for autistic children. 

He came here two years ago from 
Vancouver and still returns there once a 
week in leach at the University of B.C. 

"Since he has come here, he has given us 
so much hope that we dare not give up. said 
the mother of one of the children. 
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Beltleheim i approach often puzzle* 
parents, especially in view of Rutland's 
observation that, almost without exception 
the problem of auiiim comes from homes of 
highly intellectual parents. 

"The virtually complete absence of any 
form oi mental disorder in the families and 
relatives of Ihe stricken parents has served 
to intensify the puzzling nature of the 
disease,” says Rimland. 

Ihe theories that have been developed on 
autism, however, still must be correlated 
with what transpires when psychiatrists like 
Ney are confronted with mothers who say 
"My son never looked at me when I fed him 
In my arms ... he was never very cuddly 
he never notices me when 1 leave or 
enter hi* room " 

Or the mother may say: "He doe* not talk 
lo anyone and he doesn't expect an answer 
He doesn't answer yes or no but instead 
repeals the question." 

Until the Society for Autistic Children 
organized the classroom, there was no 
appropriate resource for these children in 
Victoria. 


aomeihing about his environment in which he 
lives, in particular, hi* environment acquires 
reward and punishment properties lor him. 

"in everyday terms, certain behavior* are 
strengthened when they result In obtaining 
gratifications or Ihe removal of dangers 
These same behaviors are weakened when 
rewards and gratifications are withheld or 
when behaviors result in pain or punish¬ 
ment " 

The application of pain or punishment in 
the treatment at autism is a point on which 
many psychiatrists challenge Lzivaas, how¬ 
ever He has used electric floors which give 
ihe child a jolt when the patient does not 
behave appropriately 

' Thus, pain first served to suppress path¬ 
ological Ixdiavior. then served to strengthen 
social behavior," writes Izivau. 

Even more controversial a figure in Ihe 
management of childhood autism is Dr. 
Bruno Bcticihcim and his work at Ihe Sonia 
Shankman Orthogenic School in California, 

it has been said that Hcttelheim is 
notorious for relating autism to a child's 
upbringing hy his parents. 


"Baffling though early infantile autism 
has been considered, it it possible to trace its 
diversity of symptoms to a single critical 
disability. The child with early autism Is 
grossly impaired in a function basic to all 
cognition. the ability to relate new stimuli to 
remembered experience. 


Ney has made at least a dozen contribu¬ 
tions to psychiatric literature and is known 
elsewhere in Canada for his lnnovativt ap¬ 
plications of operant conditioning. 

In addition to applying that type of 
therapy to autistic children, it also is being 
used with a group of retarded in a special 
class of 10 at Keating School on Keating 
Cross Road 
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"The vital connections between sensation 
and memory can be made only with 
difficulty. New sensation can be related only 
to sharply limited fragments of merpory. 

The impairment ha* two readily observ¬ 
able and interdependent consequences; the 
child cannot understand relationships nor 
ihink In terms of concepts, symbols, analogies 
or abstractions and he cannui integrate his 
sensations into a comprehensible whole, his 
perception of the world is vague and 
obscure," 


Perception of world 
vague and obscure 

Operant conditioning involves rewarding 
Ihe child lor behavior expected by the 
therapist One of the autistic children who 
attends the class in a room provided by 
Queen Alexandra Solarium is allowed to go 
tor a bicycle ride a* a "reward" for each of 
his appropriate responses, another is given a 
candy and s third receives a fond shaking. 


Despite ihe voluminous studies that have 
been made, today the origins of autism are 
as obscure as Ihcy were more than 10 years 
ago. 

There is no known cause and among those 
who have recovered are some who have 
retained in adulthood vestiges of the 
remarkable mental power* they had as 
children and which proved so baffling to 
investigators of the disease. 

Rimland reports that one person who 
recovered from autism became a mathema¬ 
tician, completing a four-year undergraduate 
university program in three yeare. Another 
became a meteorologist and composer 

Rimland, who with Dr. Leo Kanner of 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore. Md 
original investigators of the disease, observes 
that autism often occurs in first-born males 
and three or four boys to each girl exhibit it 

The lint disturbing symptoms appear 
when the child is between four and 18 months 
old They include prolonged rocking and head- 
banging in the crib, disinterest in the sur¬ 
roundings, an unusual fear of strangers, and 
obsessive interest in toys and mechanical de¬ 
vices and an insistence on being alone 

Because ihe children often are withdrawn, 
tend lo temper tantrums or cling to special 
objects, they sometimes have been diagnosed 
as retarded or deaf 

On* of the children in ihe achool in 
Victoria has been the whole rout* — Jericho 
HilJ School for the Deaf, schools for the 
rciarded and even Great Ormond Street, the 
internationally-known children's hospital in 
london, England 


Dr. Bernard Rimland, of the Institute of 
Child Research, San Diego. Calif , after 
oliseiving a group of autistic children at 
Kcxdale, One. made the following comment: 


The alternatives that confront the parent 
who did not wan) to condemn a child to a life 
in an institution such as Woodlands in New 
Westminster were to send him to a private 
school or a school for the retarded 
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No purpose making 
parents feel guilty 

However, in an interview in the May. 1969. 
edition of Psychology Today, there is an 
indication thaJ. Betielheim might be modify¬ 
ing his views when he says "it serves no 
purpose to make the parents of autistic 
children feel guilty" but in the next 
paragraph, he adds 

"A secure adult should be able to adjust lo 
the difference m children but many cannoi. If 
we would only realize the complexity of 
modern living and change our attitude 
inward human lx?ings and Ihcir relations wo 
might help troubled parents and their 
children, loo. 

"We dissolve marriages when husband 
and wile are nol compatible but we have no 
provision for divorce between parent and 
child.” 


The autistic child, however, is quick to 
imitate and at a school for the retarded 
assumes the behavior of his classmates. 


In some cases, such episodes have done 
irreparable harm 

The Society for Autistic Children has 
organized Lb volunteer* to work with teacher 
Mrs. Down Hodgson al the classroom. If it 
gets public support, it will maintain the 
class and possibly start another group lor 
pre-si tiooi ugc youngsters. 

"With ihe training and facilities we are 
advocating, ihe majority of the autistic 
children in Victoria will be able lo function 
within society, enriching it with a high 
degree of creativity and artistic talent, said 
a spokesman tor Ihe organization.

WorLd-rcnowned IJ.il psychiatrist. Dr. 
Ivaj- Lovuas. speaking to the American 
Ortho psychiatric Association in San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1966. described some of the autistic 
children he had worked with: 

"We were amazed and shocked at how 
sick these children looked, how Incredibly 
isolated and bizarre tiwy were and saw how 
challenging they might be to work with 

"In short, we learned that these children 
kepi us at a distance by being psychotic and 
we would have reinforced Ihe paycholic 
communication had we maintained the 
distance." 

To decrease the distance between the 
child and his environment, reinforcement 
therapy Is applied 

Psychiatrists have had about tiU years 
experience with those tecliniques and. again", 
Lovaas explains some of the factors 

"In general terms, a child acquires 
certain behavior as he develops. He learns to 
walk. talk, co-operate and compete, read and 
write and so on. Secondly, he teams

Air Proposal 

Fares Up, 
Others 
Extended 


MONTREAL (CP) — One 
way air fares will go up but 
more excursion fares will be 
available to North Americans 
travelling to Southeast Asia 
and the Caribbean, the Inter¬ 
national Air Transport As¬ 
sociation announced Friday. 

The air fares will be 
effective April 1. 1971, pend¬ 
ing approval by the Individual 
governments. A total of 107 
IATA member airlines are 
participating in (he air fare 
talks that began in Honolulu 
last September and are con¬ 
tinuing In Geneva 

Among the new rates are: 

• First-class 21-day in¬ 
dividual excursion fares be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Caribbean to be made avail¬ 
able year-round while i 
economy class to be available 
on a seasonal basis at rates 
increased by 3 to 14 per cent. 

• I n d i v I dual excursion 
fares between Canada and 
Caribbean to be available on 
summer-winter basis at fares 
increased by 4.3 to 6 5 per 
cent, respectively. 

• Finn-class fares to 
Southeast Asia to increase by 
540 and economy class by J20, 
and economy class to the 
South Pacific by $30. 

• Individual round trip 
excursion fares lo Asian points 
to increase by $20 and 
required time to increase to 
17-to-36 days from 14-to-35 
days. 

• A 21-lo-bO-day public 
| Individual excursion fare now 

offered b etween North 
America and India at 40 per 
cent below normal fare of 
$695 round trip from New 
| York to Bombay

Asked if he recommended 
meditation in combatting tlie 
use of drugs. Horn said 
‘Yes, it's an intelligent way 
to approach tlie drug situs 
tion. It takes tlie need away " 
Horn not only believes in 
transcendental meditation, lie 
teaches the subject. He has 
lectured at the Berkeley and 
I«i Angeles campuses of the 
University of California as 
well as other universities 
In 1967 and 19G8, Horn went 
to India to take a teachers' 
training course in meditation 
under Maharishi Mahesh Yogi 
at the Academy of Meditation 
in the Himalayas. It was on 
his second visit there that he 


met and became friends with 
the Beatles and Donovan. 

U was also in 1968 that 
Horn received permission to 
record a live album in the 
famed Taj Mahal. One of his 
many albums Jazz Suite on 
the Mass Texts written for 
him by LaIo Schifrin. was 
nominated for five Grammy 
awards and won three of 
them- 

Horn’s involvement with 
meditation was tlie key to his 
discovering Victoria. 

He and his quintet were 
giving a concert at Vancou¬ 
ver's Queen Elizabeth 
Theatre one Friday evening 
last April. After the sliow. he 
received an invitation from 
Eileen 1-earoyd, bead of tlie 
Victoria chapter of tlie Inter¬ 
national Meditation Society, 
to visit the city and he 
accepted. It was from that 
one-day visit that Horn de¬ 
cided to live here

The Paul Horn Quintet has 
made appearances at the 
Newport and Monterey jazz 
festivals and has appeared at 
major universities and nitfit 
clubs all over th* world.

Perlea. former conductor of 
the La Scala Ojeru in Miian.

Almost a century has passed since Cowichan's famous ‘"Butter,” or Old Stone, Church 
witnessed services within its silent walls, It stands yet as a monument to a pioneer mis¬ 
sionary's faith and to his Indian congregation's dedicated craftsmanship. 


Father Rondeault’s 


Dream 


Situated on Comiaken 
Hill, Cowichan Bay, its 
stained glass windows 
and doors long gone, the 
empty shrine of grey 
sandstone gasses sight¬ 
lessly over the valley be- 
low, across the reserve to 
the distant mill and bay, 
shrouded in early mons¬ 
ing mist. 

Paths leading from the mad 
meander upward, the broken clay 
banks proving somewhat treacher¬ 
ous to the unwary. Upon reaching 
the crest of the hid, visitors’ 
attention is drawn to a recent plaque 
at the right o l the front door. Dated 
1966, it reads: “This landmark was 
built in 187U by Father Peter 
Rondeault, pioneer Oblate miss ion- 
ary to Cowichan Indians. Helpers 
were paid through the sale o I butter 
churned by the priest. It was 
abandoned in 1880 in favor of St. 
Ann's at Tzouhalero. Restoration 
was a 1958 Centennial project of the 
Cowichan Indians, Native Sons of 
B.C. and Duncan area residents and 
firms,” 

Thus, in a single paragraph, the 
history of the Butter Church. 

Actually, there Is considerably 
more to the story, for Father 
Rondeault was a remarkable man. 
Sadly, so little has been recorded 
for posterity. 

Twenty-three years ago, Father 
Joseph J. Cyr of Duncan wrote a 
brief account of the church and 
Father Rondeault'* early work, 
noting that the pioneer priest was 
born in St. Norbert, Que., in July of 
1S24. Promoted to the priesthood at 
Montreal at the age of 33, he arrived 
in Victoria in the summer of 1858, 
"shortly afterward (setting) out 
with a sack of flour, a gun. and his 
breviary, to evangelize the Cowichan 
Indians.” 

The good father had been un¬ 
daunted by the hardships facing 
him. hiking to Brentwood Bay. 
Securing a canoe, he had "paddled 
. . . from there to bis destination, 
where there was no house, no 
furniture, no church, and often no 
food. Following long weeks of hard 
work he succeeded in building a log 
structure which served as house and 
church." 

Then Father Rondeault had 
begun the immense task of building 
a real church In the wilderness. A 
farmer by necessity, he had churned 
and sold unknown pounds of butter 
to pay his native laliorers; hence the 
nickname, Butter Church. 
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Sandstone was quarried from the 
hillside, workers breaking boulders 
into serviceable size through the use 
of a cannonball, fired by one of Her 
Majesty’s gunboats during a police 
action kook years earlier. 

During construction, Victoria 
stonemason W. Williams found “a 
sermon in stone,” according to At 
Oaloalat. . . While splitting a 
piece at sandstone far construction 
at the Catholic Church at Cowichan, 
(be) found the impression of a 
maple leaf as clearly defined on the 
stone as if it bad been dona by hand. 

"How m any, many centuries 
have fled since that stone was 
minute particles of sand and sUt, 
and that leaf, fresh-fallen from a 
tree, became a petrification — who 
can Hell I The material from which 
the stone (sic) is constructed is grey 
sandstone of very fine grain.” 

The article ended with the 
tribute, "Father Rondeault is a 
faithful and energetic missionary 
and may well feel proud of the 
beautiful little church which fronts 


the harbor and may be seen from a 
long distance." 

But, for ail of Rondeault's efforts 
and determination, bis lovely church 
was to be used only ID years, when, 
due to a shifting of population and 
increase in congregation, he was 
forced to move, building a wooden 
frame structure at the foot of Mt. 
Tzouhalem, which was blessed in 
Joqgary, 1880. 

Ironically, the untiring mission¬ 
ary was to see this, his third church, 
burn to the ground, three days 
before his own death, at 76. on April 
11, 1900. Hundreds, white and Indian, 
attended his funeral, and from the 
ashes of his last church rose the 
present St. Ann's. 

Few who had known the cour¬ 
ageous father throughout his active 
career probably realized that his 
dream to serve as a missionary 
among west coast Indians might 
never have come true had he not 
delivered an ultimatum to bis 
bishop, so many years before. 
According to the record, upon his 
arrival In Victoria, he had been 
assigned duties in the booming 
settlement. For some time, 
Rondeault had obeyed Bishop 
Modeste Demers’ instructions until, 
frustrated beyond endurance, he had 
announced his determination to 
serve the spiritual needs of s native 


c**nmunity or be would return to 
Eastern Canada. 

An understanding Demers lwd 
then assigned him to Cowichan to 
continue toe good work begun by 
Rev. Lem pit, Old. 

Thus Father Peter Rondeault 
came to bis beloved valley, met 
Gabriel Tsulchamet, who offered 
him his borne while the priest built 
bis owb, and began construction of 
what was to become one of the 
province's most popular landmarks, 
toe Butter Church 

With its abandonment, the years 
had taken their toll, winter winds 
blowing through the windowless ruin 
and through gaping hole* in the 
shake root. The leaded glass and 
heavy doors bad been salvaged 
earlier by Rondeault’s assistant. 
Father Donckeie, who utilized them 
in the construction of St. Paid's 
Church, Fuiford Harbor. 

Then the Butler Church bad 
achieved status as a landmark, even 
as far distant as Ottawa, the federal 
government paying for a new roof in 


1912. But, by 1955, another half- 
century of neglect had done its 
worst. The steeple had fallen, half of 
the roof had collapsed, the masonry 
was crumbling, the fence was gone. 

Still visitors came, Intrigued by 
its grim grey walls reminiscent of 
European cathedrals, and the Butter 
Church became a favorite of photo¬ 
graphers from far and wide. The 
ruin even made Ripley's "Believe It 
Or Not,” although in error, the 
syndicated feature stating the 
church had never held a service. 

Fifteen years ago, the Duncan- 
Cowichan Chamber of Commerce 
initiated plans to restore the church 
but ran into unexpected opposition 
from Cowichan band members who 
apparently feared the project would 
serve merely as a pretence for 
whites to "act as spies with regard 
to the consumption of beer on toe 
reserve.” 

Indians were not allowed beer 
outside a parlor, either on tix? 
reserve or In their homes. 

Also, It seems, members objected 
to unwelcome visits by curious 
whites and had, said a Duncan 
report, assisted in the old church's 
disrepair, hoping it would cease to 
be a tourist attraction. However, 
despite a resolution passed by the 
chamber for consideration by the 
B.C. Chambers of Commerce, re¬ 


questing revision of toe Indian Act 
to permit Indians to consume liquor 
on the reserve, the matter was 
dropped. 

In 1957, toe Cowichan band came 
up with its own plan for restoration, 
voting to match a provincial govern¬ 
ment grant of 60 cents per capita, 
and entered negotiations with Mount 
Provost Post, No. 10, Native Sons of 
B.C., to aDow restricted access 
which would provide safeguards 
against threat of fire, irresponsible 
trespass and vandalism. Chief 
Elwood Modeste had explained bow 
visitors bad started a fire in the 
grass, destroying a borne 

Band members soon installed s 
new shingle roof. Of toe 63,000 costs, 
they bad contributed over half. 
“Their forefathers built it by band, 
now the Cowlohan# wish to restore 
it, to honor their forefathers,” said 
Chief Modeste. “It will be used by 
the band—one at the grandest 
churches in one of the most 
picturesque placet in B.C.” 

In the spring of 1959. more than 
100 attended a ceremony at the 
clturch, to pay tribute to Fa toes 
Rondeault and to celebrate toe 
baptism of 22 persons a century 
before. The centennial was marked 
by another baptism at the same 
font. 

Then had followed discussion as 
to toe church's future, Cowichans 
debating whether to use it as a 
meeting hall or museum, and 
whether to install new windows, 
already bought, or lay a concrete 
floor first. 

And there the matter seems to 
rest today. For a visit to the Butter 
Church reveals that the concrete 
floor was poured but the windows 
must remain in storage, for toe 
historic structure remains empty 
and open to the weather. 

And, a decade later, history 
seems to be repeating itself. Hie 
church was allowed to crumble alter 
the federally-financed roofing 
project of 1912, und again after toe 
1958 provincial centennial renova¬ 
tion. The weathered cross which 
once towered above the vanished 
3tcepie and was set in the hillside 
before tile church, lfl years ago, now 
lies forgotten in the grass nearby. 

During a recent visit, we over¬ 
looked four graves reportedly on die 
hill Father Rondeault is interred at 
St Ann's. 

Continuing along Tzouhalem Rood 
toward Maple Bay and Duncan', 
visitors come to beautiful St. Ann's. 
Were, on the wooded slopes of Mt. 
Tzouhalem, is toe site of the church, 
peaceful cemetery, and the Oblate 
Order's manor. 

The only sign of life during our 
early morning visit was several 
young cats, very friendly and one 
very expectant. Tall grass, bronzed 
by the summer sun, shroud most of 
(he headstones, brambles weave 
through and about the wire fence. 

It Is quiet here, where Father 
Rondeault rests In peace amid his 
flock, and It was with some 
reluctance that we continued upon 
our way.

Although Jesus was catted the 
Friend of Sinner f, few efrrgymen 
really feel at ea$e in the tympany 
of jailbirds. Not so the Rev. f. D. 
Hobden, now of Comox, a kindly 
man nearing hit 86th birthday. 
Some yeart ago , a friend who 
accompanied Hobden down a Van * 
couver street , was amazed at the 
number of rather seedy-looking 
characters who catted out a greet¬ 
ing or even stopped to shake hands 
with the cleric. To them he was 
‘J.D.% ‘Mr. John Howarda true 
friend of all prodigals. 

As executive director o! the John Howard 
Society lor 25 years tram its inception. Rev. 
Hobden looks buck on a liletime o! adventure — 
the truest kind. that ol helping to uplilt one's 
fellow man. 

This is the society which worked tirelessly for 
prison reform, agitating (or attempts to rehabili¬ 
tate rather than just mete out punishment. 11 a 
man can be returned to society as a productive 
member, the saving in tax doQurt is well worth 
Uh? effort. 

The hard pressed taxpayer, weary ol rising 
crime rates and seemingly lax law enforcement 
procedures, may well ask if the pendulum has not 
swung too far in the opposite direction. While 
even men like J. 1>. Hobden are inclined to agree 
tltere has been some coddling of criminals, they 
also point out that at one time conditions in the 
prisons were deplorable, perhaps not so bad in 
Canada as they liad been in Englund. Persons 
were often severely punished for even a minor 
infraction, sometimes unjustly. First offenders 
were mixed indiscriminately with hardened 
criminals and us a result many lives were 
permanently ruined. No thought or effort was 
given to trying to bring the man or woman back 
to society, thereby saving taxpayers dollars. 

In the 18th century, a young Englishman 
named John Howard became aroused by 
conditions and he formed a league for Penal 
Reform. The Canadian movement, bearing his 
name, grew out of concerned persons who saw a 
need for similar reform Jn Canada. At the 
forefront of getting the society organized and 
operating in B.C. is our subject, the Rev. J. D. 
Hobden. 

Born in England, our subject came to Canada 
as a young man interested in the Mctliodlst 
ministry. Originally apprenticed as a carpenter, 
'J.D.' was led to put down his tools and take up 
the good Book, impelled by his intense interest in 
both sociology and people He had done some lay 
preaching in England, enough to whet his 
appetite, and when two of his friends came to 
Canada as students in the Methodist ministry, 
young Hobden decided to follow suit. Coming to 
B.C. in 1910, he was sent to the vast ldnterland of 
the North Thompson as a probationary student 
minister. He travelled by pony through the area, 
ministering to many homesteuders, some of 
wlium had not been in a town for 15 years. 

After two years of such work, he applied for 
snd was accepted at the Columbian College In 
New Westminster He completed the three-year 
theological course and in 1915 two important 
events took place. He was ordained and he 
married Miss Frances Hamlyn, a girl he had first 
met back in England. 

Together the young couple went to Grand 
Forks, at that time a lusty young town with a 
preponderance of bachelors and a prostitution 
problem. J.D. noted that the single men had little 
to occupy them but the taverns where they were 
welcomed only as long as their money held out. 
When one trf die candidates for police commission 
became ill, the young minister was asked to run 
in his place. JJe did, gelling in by a fair majority, 
and so forged one of the links that was to shape 
his life. 

At his next charge in Salmon Arm, he again 
became interested In the purely local problems 
and again was asked to serve on the police 
commission. In 1922 he went to Trinity church In 
Vancouver, which at that time served an area 
with a large youth population. Under Ilobden's 
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wl»» guidance, the Trinity gym loon became 
known as a popular youth centre and since a 
requirement for many of the activities was 
attendance at church, both church and Sunday 
■cbool rolls climbed noticeably. 

While at Trinity, one of the adherents became 
Involved wjth the lpw and was sent to the 
penitentiary. As bis minister, Rev. Hobden visiud 
him many times, thus becoming acquainted with 
the warden and the chaplain. Sometimes he 
assisted the chaplain in conducting services. Oa 
one occasion, J. D. took a Sunday service alone, 
but when it finished, he found none of fee prison 
officials were around to let him out. He was 
locked in — unless — there was one way — over 
the walll There was one lone sentry on duty, but 
he had a loaded gun. J.D. hoped that he also had 
good eyesight for he began climbing up the old 
Wooden door, turning to wave In a friendly 
fashion st the guard. No one has recorded what 
the thoughts of the guard were at the time, or of 
any prisoners who may have observed the un¬ 
orthodox exit. 

During this period too, J. D. was again 
serving on the police commission, this time at 
West Vancouver and he had become secretary for 
a group from the Vancouver Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion who were looking into the need for prison 
reform.

It was while serving In the Sleveston-South 
Arm pastorate that J. D. received the telephone 
call which set his life In a new direction. It was 
1931 and the Vancouver Ministerial Association 
together with interested parties, were set to make 
a John Howard Society a reality in B.C. That is, 
providing they could get the right person to head 
It up. The group felt unanimously that Rev. 
Hobden was just that person and the church 
agreed to release him from the active ministry if 
he would take on the job of executive director. It 
was indicated to J. D. that the only acceptable 
answer was Yes. Feeling that the Lord was 
indeed lending him. Hobden soid Yes. 

The first office of the new society was 
in downtown Vancouver, just opposite the 
war memorial cenotaph Miss Ethel Paterson, 
who later became Mrs. A. Mercer, was chosen as 
J. D.'s secretary and she acted In the capacity as 
a social worker as well. She became known and 
loved as Miss Pat and munaged to exert a great 
influence for good on a number of the prisoners 
wife whom she came in contact. 

At first fee work was largely a matter of trial 
and error wife fee uphill job of winning over 
skeptical magistrates, judges, policemen and even 
the lawbreakers themselves. Just prior to 
opening, Rev. Hobden was told bluntly feat he 
would only be able to interview prisoners In the 
cage itself, in full hearing of guards. Just as 
bluntly, J. D, responded that unless he could have 
completely private interviews, I»c would do none 
at all. He won. 

He interviewed any inmute who requested lxU 
help mid was fee recipient of many a confession 
of guilt, pleas for assistance and even phoney 
promises to reform. Always sympathetic to fee 
weaknesses feat controlled his clients, he could 
give out stern admonllions which were often 
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heeded. Although be has jjeen retired foe several 
yt^»* now, j. u. auu receives leuem and even 
visit* from people he was able to he.p. It wa* 
often just as necessary to do someuii.,g for the 
families of prisoners, when a man went ofi to 
jail, he sometimes left beliind a near destitute 
family. The John Howard Society spent much it 
its time to alleviate these problems. 

In 1935, following a private visit to England to 
study their Borstal system. Rev. Hobden travelled 
abound making a senes of puohc audresses. 
appealing for soma similar system in B.C. 
Eventually fee New haven Insmme for young 
ol.coders was established, a very good step, since 
young offenders would no longer be mixed in 
w.ih hardened criminals. 

In 1935 a branch was established in Victoria 
fod-wing a meeting and an address by Rev, 
hobden to an Interested group m feat city. Laic* 
brandies were formed in other centres of B.C., 
bom on the mainland and Vancouver isiand. 

in 1949, Hobden was called to Ottawa to work 
with fee federal remission service. He was given 
the job of Interviewing prisoners from all prison* 
west of, and including Kingston. He was engaged 
in this work for approximately five years and the 
result was the formation of fee national parole 
system. 

Although it may seem feat working wife 
prisoners and their families constituted J. D. a 
scope of activities, he did find time for other 
pursuits. He was an active liotarian und Mason, a 
padre to fee Canadian Scaforth Highlanders and a 
director of both toe BC. Borstal Association and 
the Canadian Penal Association. 

Retired at Comox, in a lovely home with a 
view, the Hobdcrn celebrated their 55th wedding 
anniversary this year. His life is still active in me 
real sepse of the word, prom his home he edits 
the newsletter of fee Jolrn Howard Society, still 
attends Rotary meetings, sings in fee United 
Church choir, and quite often fills in as guest 
preacher at fee Comox United Church. For a 
time he acted as secretary to fee UGN in the 
community. A married daughter, Mrs. T, K. 
Berry, lives nearby and a married son lives m 
Montreal. 

He has many memories of people wlw it 
proved worthwhile to help. In his files are cases 
of men and women who temporarily became 
lawbreakers but today are highly respected 
citizens, their neighbors little dreaming they wer« 
once behind burs. 

The easiest cases to rehabilitate, recalled J, 
D., were persons who bad come from decent, lavy 
abiding liomes. But, he recalled a case of a young 
lad who had been orphaned at an early age, 
Knocking around, in bad company, he finally 
ended up in fee Ren. The social worker had a 
great influence over him, but he did have a hard 
time breaking away from fee rough background, 
Eventually he made it. 

"We never tried to thrust religion down 
anyone's throat,” said Dr, Hobden, “but it wa* 
one of the big factors in changing men.” 

Occasionally, psychology was employed to 
great advantage. Hobden recalled a rbtherelabo¬ 
rate dinner party feat was given for several ex* 
prisoners at the YMCA, The chinayvare and 
flatware used were of high quality and an effort 
was made to make fee men feel special. Tho 
officials who arranged the dinner were therefore 
quite chagrined to find fee flatware missing when 
all fee guests had departed. Knowing his men, J. 

D sensed who the culprit was, but instead of 
filing a complaint, he called on fee man to chat 
about the evening. 

Just before leaving, Hobden looked sternly at 
fee suspect wife fee words feat if the silverware 
wa s not returned, both fee Society's good name 
and feat of J. D. Ilobden would be mud. Hie next 
morning, fee flatware was in its usual drawer 
and J. D. had a conspiratorial twinkle in his eye. 
‘There’s more than one wuy to catch a thief," 
ho wag quoted as saying at the tone. 

There are many more stories, such as that of 
fee young minister who pilfered money and ended 
up behind bars, but through patient counselling, 
when released he returned to the ministry to 
■erve faithfully and well until his death. 

I understand feat a book Is being prepared on 
the life and work of Rev. Dr. J. D. Hobden and it 
will probably be available within fee next year. 
This will cover many of fee points which an 
article can only briefly scan, or omit altogether. 

It should make interesting reading. 
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WHITHER NOW— ST. ANN'S?

Through the twirling fog of 
toco/ politics enshrouding, and at 
limes, enveloping the City of Vic¬ 
toria, the sideline observer catches 
glimpses of the sturdy, steadfast 
and significant chururter of one 
of Victoria*s oldest organizations 
—the Order of the Sisters of St. 
'Ann. 

Much in the new* these day*, since their 
beautiful gilt to Victoria at the old, but extremely 
valuable, still usable St Joseph's Hospital, 
thoughtful Victorians and those resident* whose 
Interest is historical are wondering what future 
path the Order at St Ann's will tread. "What will 
they do now? Will they leave u*7 Where will they 
go?” are some ol the questions a*ked. 

"And what ol St. Ann'* Academy, the 
bulwark at Vancouver Island* educational 
beginnings in the lax-off days of 1868?” 

Searching lor the answers to these questions, 
wanting to learn more about the history ol a 
Catholic Order ol Nuns whose efforts since 
Inception and arrival at Victoria have been 
unswervingly dedicated to the twin virtue* ol 
healing and teaching, I called one recent morning 
•I SI Ann'* Academy, #25 Humboldt Street. 

As I turned from the street and walked 
between the twin row* of tail, stalely cedar trees, 
and the clipped hedge* at age-old holly flanking 
on one side, tennis court* on the other, a pleasant 
apple orchard, pleasant lor meditation, I viewed 
the imi>osing grey wails at the Academy with 
some slight misgiving- Could I cope with my 
assignment? I felt something like a youngster 
who pokes a reluctant toe into the waters of his 
swimming pool before he catches his breath and 
jump* in 

The slight misgiving was needless Entering 
the Academy. I met and talked with the Sister 
Superior, Sister Frieda Marie. Gracious and 
kindly, vivacious yet serene. Sister Frieda 
welcomed me and told me something of the 
pioneer nuns who slatted St Ann's Academy in 
1858 
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In Changed Form, St. Ann’s Academy 
" ill Remain in Victoria 


Originally, the community ol the Sisters ol St. 
Ann was founded in 1848, in Vaudreuil, Quebec, 
by Marie Esther Bureau-Bkiodin, venerated as 
Mother Mary Ann The dale when she took her 
vow*, September 8. 1860, marks the foundation ol 
the order Sister Mary at the Sacred Heart was 
the first Sister Superior at Victoria's St. Ann's. 

Four sister*, accompanied by a bishop, left 
Montreal and, by the way of New York and the 
Isthmus ft Panama, which they crossed on the 
newly laid rails at the first railway to spun the 
American continent coast to coast, made their 
way to San Francisco and north. 

Finally, the weary ladies arrived in Victoria 
two months alter a rugged, adventurous journey, 
part of which, from shore to boot at the western 
end of the Panama, was spent piggyback on the 
brown, bare shoulders ol mulatto stevedores, 
somewhat to the consternation of the convention¬ 
ally minded Sisters. 

It was late in the afternoon ol June 5. 1858, 
when the four Sister* ol St. Ann crossed the 
threshold of the tiny, rough-hewn log cabin which 
was the forerunner of the present academy, 
great fortitude was needed to adjust to the pri¬ 
mitive, isolated surrounding* — and that, the 
Sisters bad. 

It was really a rude start. There was no 
fence, no woodshed, no water well even. There 
were lurking Indians crouching among the la'll, 
thick trees, and hiding in the tangled wilderness 
of brier and thorn. Pasturing cows lurched past 
in the dark, bumping against the sides of the 
cabin and scaring the pioneer Sisters. They slept 
on the floor; they had one small stool between 
them. Three months went by before they slept 
on bedsteads. 

Gne must remember that, at this time, the 
embryonic city of Victoria was only 15 years old. 
The local population had not reached 300. 

When the Sisters of St Ann opened their 
academy there were only 10 pupils. In 1918, 60 
years laicr, there were 300 "TodLay," said Sister 
Frieda, "we have about 350 students, stretching 
frem Grade 5 through Grade 12 We also have 25 
teachers, all at them with teaching degrees, or 
working towards them ” 

Sister Frieda Marie, to give the Sister 
Superior her full name, arrived as a student at 
St. Ann's from a Kercmcos apple orchard, to 


which her parents had come from an Alberta 
homestead. She was 14 years old at the time. She 
worked her way through the school curriculum 
for four years then joined the Order and became 
a Sister it St Ann. During these formative years, 
she felt and developed a deep sense of religious 
responsibility. 

Sister Frieda Marie has been Sister Superior 
for two and a half year* now Before that, she 
was in charge of the boarding pupils. Presently, 
tliere are 52 boarding pupils living in St. Ann'* 

Academy 

The itttle lag cabin an Hey wood Avenue 
Ijecame the cornerstone ol CuthQhc education and 
hospital work in British Columbia. "The twin 
aims of the Order ol St. Ann were teaching and 
healing." explained Sister Frieda. 'Thai is how 
St. Ann s Academy came into being, atal bow SL 
Joseph's Hospital developed into what it is 
today.” 

St. Joseph * Hospital was built in 1815 by 
Archbishop Seghers, who placed it in the charge 
ol the Sisters of St. Ann. The Archbishop was 
later murdered by his demented Indian guide 
while un a visit to Alaska. The rifle with winch he 
was shot hangs in an honored spot in St. Ann 1 * 
amazing old world museum which contains price¬ 
less relics of historical figures and events in the 
Catholic Diocese ol Victoria 

The Humboldt Street wing at Si. Joseph's 
Hos'iilal was completed in i£0? and a later annex 
in 1929 As lung ago a* 1920. St. Joseph’s wo* 
ranked as a Class "A" hospital by the American 
College of Surgeons. 

It was in 1871 that tlio nucleus ol the present 
Si Ann s Academy was built on Humboldt Street. 

The early graduate from the Academy was 
taught to be a good homemaker, so that in later 
years, she would merit the accolade "She hath 
looked well to the ways of her house, and bath 
not eaten her bread in idleness." I -ater on gradu¬ 
ates filled positions of responsibility in the 
federal and provincial governments, depart¬ 
mental, bank and other general offioc wuik in the 
business world 

My second visit to St. Arjn’s Academy wa* in 
response to an invitation from the Sister Superior 
to tour the Academy, to have lunch and to meet 
some of the Sister* and the teachers 

The present Academy actually consists ol 




•tree sections. He first date* from 1871, the 
■eoond, 1880. and the third from 1910. Tb« first 
MKtkm bold! the dispel of St. Ann. the first 
Catholic Church and Cathedral in British 
CJcfumbia. Originally acroes the street, In the 
hospital grounds, the chapel was moved to its 
present position to form part of St. Ann's 
Academy The wooden frame was covered by a 
facing of bricks. For a time, it was known as the 
•brick convent' because It was one of the first 
brick buildings in the city. 

The interior of the chapel is an ornate picture 
Of old world beauty. Many hand-carved rosettes 
climb the pillared columns and spread along the 
edges of the high, curved roof. He curving rail 
itself is s masterpiece of unblemished hand 
carpentry It needed only a coat of white paint to 
cover the sliaduwy nail heads and one would 
think the whole a molded sheath of plastic. 

Such work is not done today. 

"It will not be painted," said the Sister 
Superior quietly. “St Ann's Academy is to be 
tom down. 'Hie fate of the chapel Is Indefinite " 
v At this point, 1 was Introduced to Sister 
Eleanur Marie, a gentle, merry-eyed, older nun. 
who accompanied us outside to see the original 
1858 log cabin convent. 

Sister Eleanor Marie came to St. Ann's as a 
schoolgirl She remained to become a nun. "I was 
bora in Victoria," she tdid me shyly “My mother 
came to St. Ann's school. In turn, I came. Now 
my grtnd-nlecea are here.” I thought to mjseif. 
‘the continuity in Itself li a compliment.’ 

Waving a liand towards a tired old piece of 
turf, in which patches of gravel showed, the 
hungry roots of gnarled trees burst through in 
uneven lumps. Sister Eleanor told me softly! "In 
more elegant times, we use to play croquet here ’ 

Reaching the pioneer convent, I was aston- 
tslied at the solidity of the structure, first put 
together in 1858. The walls. Inside and out, haw 
been sheathed with lumber. However, an open 
frame has been cut in ooe wail so that the 
original logs may be seen in their weU-preservcd 
condition. In the sparsely furnished room, my eye 
caught the bare framework of an pid-fashJonctl 
collapse4e steamer stool, minus the striped 
canvas seat. It was ooe the Sisters used on their 
kmg ocean voyage from Montreal 

For a long time, the little stool was the only 
chair and four original Sisters had Hey took 
turns sitting on it, No wonder the canvas seat bad 
worn out. 

Climbing die narrow, spiral stairway to the 
low attic when the Sisters slept I viewed with 
interest the hand-split, uneven boards used for 
sheathing the rafters, and the thick wooden pegs 
used in those early days instead of iron nails to 
bold the roof beams in place. 

From the pioneer convent, we visited the 
museum room la the Academy It is a veritable 
treasure house, crammed full with ancient 
artifacts, early Indian basket-work and cooking 
Utensils. framed intricate flower patterns artistic* 
ally formed from long strands of culling, human 
hair, stuffed birds in old-fashioned cylindrical 
glass cases, a massive collection cf varied 
seasbells from all over the warld, donated by 
former pupils and friends of St. Ann’s. 

Sis!or Eleanor showed me a harmless-looking 
walking cane, a dog's head fur its handle. With a 
sudden twial, she pulled the handle sideways. The 
cane dropped away to reveal the menacing length 
of a rusty steel rapier. "Very useful in Victoria's 
early days,” she smiled gently. "It is an old 
Spanish sword cane." 

It was Sister Eleanor Marie who told me that 
Humboldt Street used to be known as Kanaka 
Row, on account of the many Kanakas from the 
South Sea Islands who gravitated there while they 
sought l>erths on Victoria’s early whaling ships. 

The big problem for the visitor is to absorb 
ail the exhibits in the crowded museum. Here 
are ao many, and they are so close together 
Apologetically, Sister Frieda remarked. "It is 
crowded, indeed II seoraa that every time I come 
in here, I see some tiling I'd never seen before " 

I waa fingering a round, wooden bead- 
smasher a war club when Sister Frieda picked 
up a short cleverly carved Indian ceremonial 
still depicting a snake engorging a big frog. 
Translated, the inscription on the staff read, "As 
a anul.c swallows frogs, so does this Indian tribe 
absorb enemy tribes." 

"Ales for native pride,” I wryly murmured, 
"while tribe tog big frog for Indian snake to 
■wallow ’’ 

"We don't know yet what wilJ happen to our 
museum collection wbep the building goes," said 
Bister Frieda "He Provincial Museum people 
have visited us and shown freat Interest in 
acquiring a number of our treasures " 

Over lunch In the Academy cafeteria. I 
(batted with other Sisters and with teachers from 
the St Ann secondary school located behind the 
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Mater Frieda Marie and school principal Sister Mary dost-pita.

"Tlie general tone of our school work la 
pointed towards excellence in the community." 
explalm-d Sister Josepho. "Always relations

Academy at 839 Hcywood Avenue. Grades 8 to 12 
are taught there. 

Some of live Sisters, I noticed, stiii wore the 
lung black habit, others bad swung to the abbre¬ 
viated modern style, while the teachers favored 
dresses. "It is a question of personal choice." 
explained Sister Frieda. "But, while the Sisters 
may look different, there is Do change in their 
dedication to the church." 

Later, I talked with Sister Mary Josephs, 
principal of St. Ann’s secondary school. »»’ 




I** say* soberly. Ife tells of the time when their 
larder was almost as bore as Mother Hubbard's 
cupboard and they woke up to find a sack of 
potatoes on the doorstep. 

In 1832 be established Watkins Messenger 
Service on capital loaned him by a Qualicura Bay 
resident whose car he had fixed. With a motor¬ 
cycle and sidecar, he got off to a roaring start 
—if you'll pardon the expression — conducting 
a shopping service lor residents from Deep Bay 
south to Nanaimo where he made bis purchases. 
These ranged from a package of bobbypins to 48- 
pound sacks of flour. 

There was a cannery at Deep Bay at that 
time and the fishermen were particularly 
appreciative of the service, dubbing him 
"Midnight” because that was the usual time of 
his delivery 

As the depression worsened, it became harder 
and harder to collect bills people just hadn't the 
money. Then Lcs's luck saved the day. 

The man who made the original loan told him 
of a plot of land in Bowser with a shack on it, 
which could be obtained cheaply and for a small 
down payment. 

Les sold the motorbike, purchased the land 
and built a repair shop An oil company put in 
pumps and supplies, and Watkins Service was 

born. 

From then on Lea was busy, busy, busy, so 
busy that his health couldn't take it. So he sold 
out and took his wife and small daughter back to 
England in May, 1938. 

Jobs were plentiful as Britain was re-arming. 
Nevertheless, the international scene was alarm¬ 
ing. When Prime Minister Chamberlain flew back 
from Munich, umbrella and all, proclaiming 
•'Peace in our time," Les got the wind up. Edith, 
too, found it hard to settle after her years in 
Canada, so back they came to Qualicum Boy in 
November of the same year. 

Lcs got a job driving a logging truck But in 
May, 1840, he joined the navy and moved his 
family, which now consisted of two daughters as 
well as ius wile, to Victoria, which has been home 
base ever since. Alter the war, he worked in the 
dockyards at Esquimau until an early retirement 
for reasons of health. 

Though it has nothing to do with his beloved 
Qualicum Bay, Lea has a favorite story of an 
experience while on naval patrol of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands which bears repeating. 

The commander thought clam chowder would 
make a pleasant change of rations and sent a 
boat-load of men ashore to gather clams at a 
beach where Indian women and children were 
doing likewise 

With the help and advise from the Indians, 
the men secured a good supply of clams and 
started back to the ship. A stiff breeze was blow¬ 
ing and the whole boat turned turtle, losing the 
entire catch of dams I 

Of course the sailors got a dunking but they 
managed to struggle back to shore where they 
were received hospitably but with much amuse¬ 
ment by tiie Indians who had watched the 
mishap. The women loaned them their clothes to 
wear while they dried out tiie uniforms. Is?* 
laughs heartily at the memory of the figures cut 
by the sailors in women's clothing I 

Les and Edith took a trip to England alter bis 
retirement. While there, he looked lor a good 
caravan, no doubt with a view to future holidays 
at Qualicum Bay. After his return, be secured 
through a friend a trailer perfect for his purpose. 

All the family—Edith, the three daughters 
and their husband* and four grandchildren, know 
where he parks toe trailer and are welcome to 
accompany him or join him there But I.cs often 
comes nJone, to enjoy toe peace and quiet and re¬ 
live the memories of the days that used to be 
Rome times he foregathers with companion* of 
those times, like Mr and Mrs Thames. 

Isjs is very musicaJ. "I have a battery- 
operated rudio, and a record player with good 
recordings in the trailer," he says. 

"It I wake at 4 a m. or so, I can make a hot 
drink, get back into my sleeping hug and listen to 
music, without feeling tike issue of consideration.

To the young Englishman fresh out, the 
pioneer flavor of the life at that time represented 
romance and adventure. 

Les was bom at Leicester and grew up near

Axel Anderson, a 
“prince of a fellow," Jack Holt who kept the store 
at Bowser, Jimmie Taylor, Charlie Nash, Oscar 
Thames, the Caljouw family — there were 
several sons, Joe Charlefoois, who built the 
original Bowsar Hotel and also Casa Del Mar at 
Qualicura Bay, the Smith boys. 

"There aren't many of them left now,” I-es 
saya sadly "Charlie Nash is in Victoria and 1 
sometimes see him. Oscar Thames is still here, of 
course, and George Smith — the last of the Smith 
boys — lives at Oyster Bay." 

Correction — was living at the time Les 
mentioned him. Les went to see him this October 
and he died a week later. 


came to Canada in la*7 when 
Britishers were being brought out to harvest the 
prairies wheat crop. But Is>s was a steam 
engineer who knew nothing about farming, so ha 
got a job at a garage in Moosomin, Sask. 

There he did some work on a 1814 Ford for a 
man who spent his summers doing plastering in 
the district and then returned to Vancouver for 
the winters Ordinarily the truck was laid up 
during his absence, but this Mr Smith, impressed 
by les s skill, asked him if he would care to drive 
them both to Vancouver. 

Always reudy for udventure — and in those 
days it was one — I-es did so. It took 12 exciting 
days over what wos then called the Red, or All 
Canada, Route which wasn't exactly a super¬ 
highway, especially in November. 

After a Look at Vancouver, Les fetched up at 
Bowser where he got a job working on the 
railroad track at, would yop believe, 3d cents an 
hour — a going rate then. For the next while he 
earned tike nickname of "Lucky Les*' by losing 
jobs and getting better ones. It wasn’t all luck, 
though, his prowess with engines was the key. 
From the 30 cents he progressed through 6B cents 
looking after engines used by a road gang 
building a culvert under the E and N Railway, to 
85 cents for working for the Thomson and Clark* 
Logging Company. 

Les delights in recounting tales of those days 
when the “green Englishman” had so much to 
learn regarding life in the woods and on the sea. 

One of his most amusing stories concerns an 
Incident while he was working at a logging 
operation near Horne Lake. One night a bunch of 
men. Including Les, went “outside” for a bit of 
fun They returned during the small hour*, most 
of them feeling no pain. One of those who had 
certainly celebrated too well was carrying a case 
of refreshments for future use In order to reach 
the camp, they had to cross the canyon of the 
Qualicum River on a log. 

“Better give me the stuff you're carrying,” 
suggested Les concerned by the way the man was 
weaving along the path. ‘‘You’ll never make it 
across that log.” 

The man gladly handed over his burden and 
then walked across the log as straight as a die’ 
Poor les, who had I keen most moderate in his 
indulgence, felt constrained to crawl across on all 
fours, toting the case of cheer I 

Soccer was THE thing — the one community 
activity about which all other affairs centred 
Dances, whist drives, concerts, were all fund 
tuisers for the Bowser United as the team was 
called. 

Lcs who had been a soccer player in England 
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ia caravan twmc-awsj-from-bonae. 


About 1829 Les went back to England. He 
renewed acquaintance with an old soccer pal, 
Fred Moore. Fred had a sister, Edith. Romance 
bloomed and Les returned to Canada an engaged 
man. 

While he was away, the Great Depression had 
been digging in and jobs were no longer easy to 
pick up. Nevertheless, he helped to build a garage 
at Bowsei and worked there until be had enough 
money to sand for Edith 

Lcs kept a diary throughout those years, and 
the entry for October 7, 1831, reads: 

"Edith and I were married at Qualicura 
Beach." 

The happy couple rented a cottage at 
Qualicum Buy, and friends gathered for a 
shivuree This terrified the English bride who no 
doubt thought about the bangs, clangs and shouts 
signified Indians on the warpath I 

Times were hard for the newlyweds. There 
weren’t any jobs except perhaps road work. He 
worked on the bridge at Nile Creek, and cut 
Christmas trees fur the Goodyear Company 

"I have grateful memories of the friendship 
and kindness shown by the Smith boys George 
and Bill—and Mrs. and Miss Dalton at this time," 
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IN THE JACKPINES 



By DONOVAN CLEM SON 

They say “the fuck pines” or “the sticks” both 
fairly adequate descriptions of the Chilcotin plateau 
where forest of this hardy timber is pretty well con¬ 
tinuous over a great spread of country. Although 
monotonous to travel through it cannot be said that 
one jackpine is just like another, for there are marked 
differences caused by the variation of the terrain re¬ 
sulting in sudden transitions from close-growing, 
limbless groves, the real sticks , to open stands where 
the trunk of the thriving jackpine attains the status of 
a log. 


And over rocky stretcher, gamely 
Struggling against adversity, the 
tree imitates the picturesque con¬ 
tortions ot tlse juniper, etching in 
half-dead limit# and clusters ot 
miniature cones its own intriguing 
pattern against the Chilcotin sky. 

People who live in cities and 
know their way around the noisy 
warrens of large centres ot popula¬ 
tion are apt to speak unfalteringly 
at the jackpine ^dwellers as being 
-bushed •' This brings to mind 
pictures ot speechless rustics emerg¬ 
ing from the forest, shaggy headed. 
With hair full of pine needles and 
oUier tilings, to gape at the city’s 
hurrying multitudes. 

Tiiis, however, Is not true. The 
jackpine dweller might be in the 
bush, but he's not bushed. He is an 
independent individual, extremely 
«ell-rehant, resourceful, and quiet 
confident in his ability to get along 
with or without neighbors; and if he 
does at rare intervals vjslt the 
metropolis he is apt to regard his 
jcutihng fellows with pity raUicr 
than wHh the envy they expect. 

While investigating Chilcotin 
back roads a few years ago I hap¬ 
pened to find myself In the wilds 


of Chezacut. having persisted along 
a moat unlikely track after leaving 
the main road at Redstone. 

The natives of these parts, I 
observed with interest, did their own 
road repairs. SigDs were plentiful 
tiiat during wet weather when the 
ruts got axle deep the local custom 
was to chop down trees and lay 
them in the deep spots. 

Very clever — but not conducive 
to a smooth surface when the rains 
ceased- However, I admired their 
initiative. These people have lived 
so long without benefit of Gaglardi 
that they are quite capable of doing 
their own road making, In fact not 
a few of the Chilcotin back roads 
originated as settlers' truils chopped 
out in spare time to the width of 
sleigh and wagon tracks. 

The Chezacut road is typical. The 
long monotonous stretches through 
the sticks, which some people find 
depressing, close you out from views 
and vistas so you are not satiated 
with scenery when you do at last 
reach an open meadow, and conse¬ 
quently appreciate it all the more. 
Twenty-five miles In. just when 
you're thinking lhe trees wHl never 
end, U»e 2,000-acre MulvuhiU Mea¬ 
dow opens up like a wide prairie 
with a line of bright Coast Range 
peaks visible In the distance. 

The elevation Is 3.140 feet, and 
the air clean and delicious. But it is 
» late country for crops. In 


September I found the Mulvahill's 
busy with their hay crop, baling the 
wild meadow hay which has to keep 
their cattle through a L20-day winter 
feeding period. The meadows were 
a gift of Providence to John W. 
Mulvahiil, the owner's late father, 
wbo came from Oregon and filed on 
them in 1907. Apart from a little 
draining they are pretty much In the 
natural state and produce a palat¬ 
able hay which cures rapidly. 

Mulvahiil drove his freight team 
oc the Cariboo Road until motor 
transport appeared and ousted the 
horses, then he went back into the 
jackpines to bis meadows and 
started ranching. In those times 
Ashcroft was their supply point 200 
miles — and they shipped their 
three-year-old steers from there, a 
drive of three weeks. They made an 
annual spring trip fur groceries and 
supplies to Ashcroft and if they for¬ 
got anything they picked it up in the 
fall when they shipped the beef. 

I met John MulvahiU's widow ia 
Salmon Arm and she told me much 
about her early life in the jackpines. 
If anyone was entitled to be bushed 
she certainly was for she recalled 
that there was one early period of 
four years during which she never 
left the meadows. I found her bright 
and Intelligent, alert and humorous, 
and she seemed to look back on her 
Ufe in the sticks with relish. 

When the PC1E opened up the 
Cariboo in 1913 Williams Lake was 
boro, and being only 12S miles from 
Chezacut it cut the beef drive down 
to a mere 12 days To the Mulvahiils 
it meant the end of their Isolation 
but they still found it necessary to 
maintain their self-sufficient state; 
the blacksmith's shop at the mead¬ 
ows would do credit to a small 
village. And they had b school. "The 
government gave us 1125 to build 
one with, recalled Mrs. Mulvahiil. 

"Of course wa didn't have enough 
children ourselves for a schooi," she 
related, “so we borrowed a few 
from a neighbor who lived much too 
far away fur his childien to attend. 
They came and lived with us and 
went to school from our place. 
There were not arrangements made 
for board, naturally, but laler Mr. 
Knob, the neighbor, rode over and 
gave us 190 for looking after them." 


I visited the present school at 
Chezacut, a neat little building half- 
bidden behind an enormous woodpile 
in a small clearing in the jackpines 
several miles from anywhere but 
apparently central to the invisible 
ranches that supplied the pupils. 
According to the teacher, a young 
man fresh from university, 13 pupils 
mysteriously appeared out ol the 
jackpines every morning, all 
mounted, of course, and just as 
mysteriously ladade away Into the 
sticks in toe afternoon. 

He was just becoming acquainted 
with his pupils and knew all their 
names except for one little fellow 
wbo steadfastly declined to divulge 
bis name and family status. They 
ran about half and half to native and 
ranchers' children and the nearest 
home was about lour miles away. 
The teacher occupied a cabin a 
couple of miles distant and be was 
the only one wbo bad to walk to 
school. It is perhaps unneccessury to 
mention that his name was Mr. 
Walker. 

I believe Mr, Walker felt his 
inferior position as he toid me he 
was contemplating buying a horse a 
move which must certainly elevate 
him in the estimation of his pupils, 
for everyone rides In the Chilcotin. 
He was pleased and surprised to 
find the school very well equipped. 
The woodpile had biro worried 
toough — that and Lhe huge drum 
beater in the classroom. He re¬ 
gretted that he'd not studied the 
meteorological reports for the dis¬ 
trict before applying for Chezacut. 

He was also a little uneasy about 
his social life, being only sure of two 
visitors to his isolated school the 
school nurse and ti>e inspector. But 
be needn't have worried. Chilcotin 
people have never suffered from 
lack of social life, thinking nothing 
of riding half the night to attend a 
party; and now there are roods 
almost everywhere, and everyone 
has a cor, and there is an 
Inexhaustible supply of trees to fill 
toe ruts with. As a young woman of 
Cbezacut told me: "We're not 
isolated any more; we can gel out to 
the road in half an hour.”

Amor de Cosmos u>a» one of 
the greatest of British Columbia's 
early-day figures . More , perhaps, 
has been written about him than 
any other personalities of his time. 

He is still a controversial person > 
among historians. Some insist be 
was only interested in promoting

himself} others take the view that 
he sacrificed hitnself for the good 
of British Columbia and of Can¬ 
ada. 

A lifelong bachelor, he wu most certainly an 
eccentric. He cried on the hustings, when 
pleading for votes; he engaged in fisticuffs on the 
public streets. He fought with Governor James 
Douglas He was conceited in the extreme, taking 
upon himself all the credit for bringing the Crown 
Colony of British Columbia into the Canadian 
confederation. He was both admired and detested- 
Withal, he went his own way. caring not what 
anyone thought about him. as long as they voted 
for him which they did, year in and year out. 
until, in 1882, he went down to defeat as 
Victoria’s member of the House of Commons. 
Then he became more eccentric than ever, a well- 
known character on the downtown streets. 

De Cosmos is so intimately connected with 
The < otoaist, which be founded in 1858, that we 
tend to forget he founded another Victoria 
newspaper. The Standard. 

It was when going through tlte Standard, la 
learn what British Columbians were up to in 1870, 
that I came across a de Cosmos episode about 
which I had never before beard. I was going to 
mention it briefly, and then I became so Intrigued 
ihat l bogged down and could not rest until I 
learned the conclusion. Tempera must have 
flared, to use a cliche, and the whole town was ia 
uproar. De Cosmos fumed in his editorials, and, 
of course, owning The Standard, bad the last say. 
You might say a good time was had by all. 

If ail started because a hotel man named 
Stevens had been refused a liquor license De 
Cosmos rushed to Stevens’ defence, and this 
enraged Magistrate Augustus F. Pemberton. 

The editorial that blew up the storm was this: 
"A bard case — It is surprising bow much petty 
tyranny Is perpetrated in this community. 

"The refusal of the liquor licensing board, 
coaj|)Osed of Mayor Jamgs Trimble, W. J. 
Macdonald and Pemberton Is a case in point. 

“If they had offered any reason for their 
refusal — anything on which to ground a refusal 
— there would be a shadow of justification for 
Uteir refusal, but we can find no color of reason 
at aU." 

Desertions in those day*, from Her Majesty's 
ships in Esquimau harbor, were frequent, and it 
appears ho! elm as Stevens kept some jolly Jack 
Tars in hiding until they could get across to tiie 
United States. 

Stevens was, therefore, up on this charge; de 
Cosmos made reference to it in his editorial: 
“The case of Stevens, his application for a liquor 
license, was deferred to learn how the appeal in 
the sailor-harboring case, of which he had been 
convicted, would go on appeal. 

“Tiie Chief Justice decided against the 
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magistrate, Mr. Pemberton, and freed Stevens of 
tee conviction. 

“Yet the very next day Messrs. Trimble, 
Macdonald and Pemberton found it convenient to 
refuse hl B a license, AFTER be bad been 
declared innocent. 

“Wbat consistency is there in this decision! 

"Whilst the innocence of Stevens is doubtful 
he is allowed to sell; when his innocence is placed 
beyond doubt, he to not allowed to sell. 

"Now, as the facts of the case have come to 
M, we have no opinion to express on the conduct 
of the bench, except that their refusal is a piece 
of petty tyranny. 

“It is no use moderating language by saying It 
is an error of judgment, which no doubt it Is; lor 
that error is practical tyranny. 

"If the magistrates have good cause to refuse 
a license, why did they not say so? 

“Why deprive Stevens of his right to make a 
living as an innkeeper? 

"Everyone who has stopped at bis place has 
been treated politely; the bar and table are as 
good as any, both inside and outside of Victoria. 

“The Stevens' House is s public convenience; 
then why shall the public be put to inconvenience 
and Stevens be deprived of the ordinary rights of 
a citizen? 

“Why shall this petty tyranny be continued? 
That is the question of the hour.” 

Reading this, Magistrate Pemberton made a 
Mg decision — he would haul that man de Cosmos 
into court. And so the machinery was set in 
motion, nod into court went de Cosmos. 

That day The Standard’s editorial was this: 
“Owing to the extraordinary proceedings reported 
elsewhere in this issue, taken by Mr. Pemberton, 
the stipendiary magistrate, and this city, against 
Uie proprietor of this journal, by which Die 
editor's time was diverted from his professional 
duties, we have had to defer our usual editorial 
for this morning. 

"In the meantime we wish the public to 
understand we are taking the preliminary 
steps to secure the removal of Mr. Pemberton, 
and to ask His Excellency the Governor 
f Anthony Musgrave) to provide someone to fill 
his place. 

“This someone should liberally act in harmony 
with English usage, and not make attempts to 
gag the press. 

“The Governor must be asked to remove 
Pemberton; and if lie don't, let us ask the 
Queen?’’ 

"If he don't" — that surely tells us Amor was 

fighting mad 

He had courage, writing tliai. and publishing it 
the very morning he was to go before Pemberton 
He was certainly adding fuel to the fire, wasn't 
be? 

De Cosmos engaged as his lawyer John Foster 
McCroight, an Irlsiunan. In 1870 they were on 
speaking terms, but, the next year when our first 
lieutenant-governor, Joseph W. Truteh, had to 
•elect B.C.'s first premier, he clsase MoCreight 
over de Cosmos This, I would think, set de 
Cosmos against McCreight. 

However, ia 1822, MoCrcigfit chose as his 
successor in the premier’s chair, none other than 


de Cosmos. It's all very bewildering, looking back 
a century. 

I often wander what Prims Minister Sir John 
A. Macdonald thought of the goings-on here He 
likely. I would think, looked upon Cosmos as a 
crackpot, and would have not much to do with 
him. little did even the great Sir John A- know 
the future. 

In those days Victoria had two members In the 
Commons. In 1878 Macdonald was defeated in bis 
Ontario riding of Kingston, and one of Victoria’s 
seats was offered to bim. Thus be found himself 
seat mates with de Cosmos I would dcaibt If they 
ever spoke to each other, though I have no way of 
telling far sure. 

Macdonald came here In 1886 to drive the last 
spike on the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway, 
and to open the line. In newspaper accounts of 
this big event there's no mention of de Cosmos 
being there. 

This causes no surprise. Macdonald wouldn't 
want binj around, and neither would Robert 
p isismuir , the president of the E. and N. 

The year before, in 1885, de Cosmos took to 
pounding Dunamuir on the back with an umbrella 
on a downtown street corner. Dunsmuir pounded 
back. Along came Mayor R. P Rithet and de 
Cosmos took to pounding him. It was quite a 
brawl. 

The Colonist reported de Cosmos retreated 
behind a tree, and took refuge in his nearby 
office. He appeared to be, The Colonist stud, 
suffering from "strong excitant,” and was "sub¬ 
sequently escorted home In a cab." 

All this was 15 years after the 1870 episode, to 
which we will now return 

In 11 k police court news de Cosmos wrote 
about his own appearance in court:— 

"Mr. de Cosmos was brought up in custody, 
charged with unlawfully, falsely and maliciously 
publishing a false and malicious libel, calculated 
to intimidate the magistrates in the execution of 
their duty, and to bring the administration of 
justice into contempt. Mr McCreight, barrister, 
appeared for the defence.” 

Tliere was much argument, and, after some 
hours Pemberton adjourned the case for a week. 

De Cosmos out of fSOO ball, rushed back to his 
dingy editorial office, and went right back into 
print. 

He wrote: "The topic of the day is Pemberton, 
Pemberton, and his doings are in everybody’* 
mouth 

"Pemberton's attempt to atop the proprietor 
of The Standard from commenting on the 
decisions of the police court, and the licensing 
court, except In such a strain as mi(£it suit his 
viewy, is the subject of conversation everywhere. 

"People In town and country are shocked by 
his presumption. Who is Pemberton that he dare 
attempt, 1st stone excuse authority to restrain the 
pres*. 

"Is the press only to Uiink what Pemberton 
thinks proper? And aj he permits? Are our 
tongues to be tied by Pemberton? Is Pemberton 
infallible? Is he in politics what the Pope Is- in 

religion? Are we in Russia, or In France? Is their 
martial law here? Is there no liberty here? Is

“Are we only to apeak such opinion* u 
Pemberton may indie*te in big decisions? What 
on earth are we coming to? Are we freeborn 
Englishmen under the Brltigb government, or are 
we serf* under * despotism? 

''Shall men be arrested without notice—be 
dragged to prison—denied the opportunity to get 
Immediate bail—subjected to the ignominy of * 
police court—simply tor expressing their honest 
opinions? 

“Is there no free press here? I* there to be 
none? Are our citizens to be arrested, lose their 
Hberty, be put to expense for counsel and 
attorneys, simply because a justice of the peace, 
acting as a judge, thinks proper to issue his 
warrant for the arrest of a citizen tor expressing, 
constitutionally, his opinion of his decision, in 
conjunction with others? 

' ‘Who will come to, who will stay in a country 
where there is no Uberty of speech, no Uberty of 
the press, where no opportunity is allowed by the 
police to enter a justification before a jury of the 
country?” 

Having wound himself up in this manner, 
having run out of questions, de Cosmos really got 
going, saying all of Victoria has “a torrent of 
Interrogations and exclamations-pouring from 
every mouth, on every corner of the streets of 
this city,” ever since Mr. Pemberton “made his 
attempt to exercise what is practically, In our 
Judgment, a censorship over the press.” 

“We do not wonder,” wrote de Cosmos in Tbe 
Standard, “at tbe intensity of popular Indignation 
at such an arbitrary exercise of power. 

"In the history of the Inquisition, of the Star 
Chamber, of martial law, of actual revolution, 
only do we read of such attempts to restrain the 
expression of opinion. 

“Our duty as a public journalist Is to 
fearlessly denounce this encroachment on the 
liberties of the people. That is what this 
community will not submit to; and very propenly. 
too. Our lives and our property and our liberty 
may really be in the hands of a few men: but 
there is an appeal against their acts to a higher 
authority than any in this colony, and with 
greater certainty of fair play. 

“Jamaican butchcrle*. and high-handed acts 
of colonial officials are not endorsed in England 
nowadays, any more than they would be here.” 

Thi* monumental editorial, part of our 
history, then launched Into a plea to have British 
Columbia throw off colonial status and become 
pert of the new Dominion of Canada. 

Here are the words; “We have all borne the 
outrageous assumptions of power patiently, and 
trusting hopefully for a constitutional change. 

“We still patiently await the establishment of 
representative institutions, and responsible gov¬ 
ernment. But it is our duty, our interest, to 
hasten both. Our safety is concerned In tbe 
speedy establishment of Responsible Government. 

“Docs anyone think that Pemberton would 
have dared to proceed summarily in this 
prosecution of the proprietor of thi* newspaper if 
there was a Responsible Executive in this colony? 

“We do not, however fearless, however 
con*clentous he might be in the discharge of his 
duty. 

“The people of this city this colony -have, 
therefore, but two alternative* before them: 
Representative Institution* and Responsible Gov¬ 
ernment, which is popular freedom, or Irrespon¬ 
sible Government, which is serfdom, 

"In the meantime, whilst waiting for the 
former, it is the duty of the people to ask the 
Governor to remove Mr. Pemberton to some 
other section of this colony, and supply his place 
with Mr O’Reilly, Mr. Ball or Mr. Bushby, 
someone In whom they repose greater confidence 
than they do in him." 

Having thusly kept the whole matter going. 
Amor de Cosmos went back in a week to face the 
Irate Pemberton. 

Here, in part, Is the Pemberton judgment: 

**-with reference to the arrest by warrant, I 

would observe that for offences threatening a 
breach of the peace, a justice has authority 
necessarily incident to the cognizance of the 
offence, to apprehend the accused In tbe first 
instance, U he thinks such a course proper under 
the circumstances of the case. 

"The known combatant pronenslties of the 
defendant, exhibited In the public streets upon 
more than one occasion, taken in connection with 
U»e fact that the libellous publications were being 
continued, seemed to threaten a breach of the 
P«ace. hence the issue of a warrant. 

"I directed, however, that the defendant 
should not be locked up, or treated as a prisoner, 
ttiat he simply be compelled to appear In court. 

“As nothing Is farther from my intentions

than to interfere with the freedom of the press, or 
liberty of the subject, I shajj discharge the 
defendant, leaving it to the attorney-general to 
lake steps m the matter, if be siiali think fit to do 
so.” 

The attorney general. George PWUippo, did 
not think fit to do so.

Author William Koehler is chief dog trainer for 
the Walt Disney Studios , and one of the most re¬ 
spected in his field. 

That should be testimonial enough for any author 
about training dogs. 

Why his book should have to 
Include affidavits to attest "to the 
many obedience and field training 
classes he has conducted," beats 
me, but it does. 

Probably it is because his 
methods are a little different than 
those generally accepted by dog 
obedience clubs, including a little 
pinching of the lips and of the ear, 
which really does little more than 
irritate the dog and let it know what 
it should do. 

The foreward to the book says: 

"If you aim to train your dog to 
retrieve — whether it be for the 
field, for the obedience ring, or *ist 
for kicks—this is the book for you." 

For obedience work and for a 
well-trained dag, yes, but for hunting 
dog field trial work I couldn’t 
recommend this book. 

Olx?diance training and field trial 
performance just don't mbs in my 
Opinion and it is too bad that this 
book. Open Obedience, feature* on 
the cover a picture of a Labrador 
bringing a bird to hand. That is 
about all tl* similarity the book has 
to actual hunting dog training. 

The rest is about retrieving 
wooden dummies, not birds under 
field conditions 

But, for obedience training this 
book ranks with the best . . . and so 
it should. Koehler is an undisputed 
expert.

to reach this desirable end It is one of our goals. 
To help gain it, we choose teachers who are 
exciting and active. 

‘in St. Ann's Academy.'* she continued, 
"students must all write provincial examinations. 
There are no recommend* to pass In numbers, 
we are small, but I think we have a community 
spirit which is lost in a larger school Here, 
everyone counts As principal, I know all the 
children. In correction, we use no punitive 
measures. Just calm, clear counselling. If, after 
this, any child doesn't want to co-operate, she is 
asked to leave the Academy " 

I learned from Sister Josephs that the 
modem-minded Academy has commenced an 
additional enrichment program This is where 
mcmliers of the city of Victoria community, 
many of them ex-students of the Academy, share 
their developed talents in diversified fields, with 
the students These talents may stretch from 
crocheting and basket-weaving to guitar playing 
and many other interests 

‘ This all rounds out education." smiled Sister 
Josephs. "We also have a social action group in 
which picked students spend two hours each week 
helping pensioners, sick people and working in 
charity. The citizens of Victoria today are 
realizing the value of these programs. When 
mothers get sick, they phone us up and someone 
is immediately sent to the home to dean the 
house, cook or perhaps do the laundry." 

Many changes have been made at St. Ann'* 
Academy since those days in 1938 when a couple 
of rule* spelled out pupils are not allowed to 
leave the Academy (or visits, shopping, dentistry, 
etc , unless accompanied by a responsible person 


concluded Sister Josephs. “St. Ann s Academy is 
not content to be an historical nonentity, learning 
has to be a dynamic and living tiling. Our 
ultimate aim is to have an ungraded school in 
which the students proceed in their various 
studies at the pace in which they can absorb 
them properly In actuality, students could be 
taking differed classes in different grades frum 
10 through to 19. However, we axe going forward 
siowjy so that we don't shock anybody too much." 

My last few minutes of this interesting 
interview were spent in conversation with the 
Sister Superior, Sister Frieda Marie We touched 
(Mice more on the controversial St. Joseph's 
Huspital-St. Anns Academy situation. "We are 
still willing to make a gift of St. Joseph's 
Hospital, but the Sisters of St. Ann have decided 
against selling St Ann's Academy. After the 
present building has been knocked down and the 
debris cleared away, we can use part of the land 
for a recreation yard for our secondary school 
or for a parking lot for students' oars." 

The future of St. Ann’s Is no longer a 
nebulous thing. 

"St Ann s Academy will stay in being, and in 
spirit," concluded Sister Frieda Marie with a 
definite nod of her head "We will concentrate our 
educational efforts in our secondary school across 
tlie street. There will no longer be a residence 
like this present building There will be no more 
boarders. It will be a day school. Perhaps the 
Sisters will split up into small groups and move 
into smaller homes It is not decided yet. But, 
thing is certain. We hope to continue our efforts. 
We came here first to meet the needs at the 
people of British Columbia. We da feel that we 
are appreciated We intend to stay.” 

On that happy promise, I took toy leave

New Breed of Soviet Man 
Gets Away with Defiance

When it comes to revolution brains are more 
important than courage, which is why despots lutve 
always feared intellectuals. As the Russian tsars 
feared, and therefore pilloried, Pushkin and Tolstoy, 
so do Lenin’s successors try to stifle the articulate 
voices of liberalism. 


The: list of Soviet intellectuals 
struggling t o make themselves 
heard is a long gne. We in the West 
know of Pasternak and Solzhenitsyn 
because of the publicity surrounding 
the awarding to them of the Nobel 
Prize for Literature. But there are 
scores of others, less well known, 
but no less heroic 

Among these Andrei Ainalrik Is 
outstanding, mainly because of his 
WiU the Soviet Union Survive Until 
IBM?, a bold document, smuggled 
out of Russia and published In the 
West. 

We now have an earlier work of 
Amalrik's. Involuntary Journey to 
Siberia, in which he describes his 
exile on a collective farm, to which 
he was sent oo the trumped-up 
charge of “parasitism " Amalrik's 
real “crime** was in contacting 
Western diplomats and journalists to 
further his interest in avant-garde 
art. 

WUh typical Russian precision, 
Amairlk describes minutely the 
events leading to his imprisonment 
and trial, lift In a Moscow apart¬ 
ment shared by spying, hostile 
neighbors, and the abysmally low 
living conditions of agricultural 
workers. 

With graphic simplicity of 
language he conveys the sense of 
apathy and Ignorance of the dis¬ 
possessed peasants, who make up 
about one half of the Soviet 
population. 

What makes Amalrik's auto¬ 
biographical account so absorbingly 
interesting is. not only that be is an 
accomplished writer with an original 
mind, but that he reports without 
bias, illusion or resentment, and 
with complete fearlessness. 

This engaging nonconformist Is 
an uncrushable spirit. He managed 
to marry during his exile and to 
return to Moscow without proper 
release papers. And he Insists on 
publishing his work In the west 
under his own name, stressing his 
rights under existing Soviet laws. 

Solzhenitsyn is feared and bated 
by the men in the Kremlin, but 
Amalrik land Ginsburg, Daniel, and 
others) is doubly feared, because he 
represents the failure of Soviet

indoctrination. He was born in 1939 
and therefore represents a new 
breed of Soviet man, 

Students of communism will read 
Involuntary Journey to Siberia with 
particular interest because it shows 
a totalitarian structure in decline. 

For Instance, Amalrik was re¬ 
leased before his term of exile was 
over, not as a result of any outcry 
on his behalf but through efforts of 
friends and his lawyer to get his 
sentence reversed as a miscarriage 
of justice. 

Amalrik's testimony shows the 
new tendency for bureaucrats, even 
the police, to take some notice of the 
law, such as it is. He also cites 
evidence of Interdepartmental 
rivalry in the bureaucracy and how 
someone like himself, who is pre¬ 
pared to insist on his rights, can 
cxpleat these rivalries. The emer¬ 
gence of “bureaucratic pluralism" 
points the way to gradual political 
change. 

Amalrik has no particular 
ideology. He has chosen the path of 
defiance because of a blind belief in 
his rights, and by studying the rules 
and regulations and then quoting 
them at bis persecutors, he has so 
far got away with It and en¬ 
couraged others to do the same. 


CANADA. A GUIDE TO THE

important and perhaps decisive role. 
Beyond doubt, by helping the fHBC) 
It served to withstand and triumph 
over the economic competition of 
independent American traders, It did 
much to affect the final outcome of 
the contest for the political control 
of the area to which it had been 
assigned by the "company of 
adventurers . . .*' 

Even in the final years of a 
spectacular 53-year career, Beaver 
continued to presage the future, 
towiftg the log rafts by which a 
province would commercially span 
the globe. 

The story of Si Beaver, of the 
men, such as Capt. W. H. McNeill, 
who commanded her, is the story of 
British Columbia. As a Solid refer¬ 
ence book, Mr. Pethick'i latest 


doing better than most in this 
irojicrfcct world. 

This cross-section of opinions 
makes this a good book to send to 
friends overseas who want to know 
what makes Canada tick. But as all 
contributions were written prior to 
1968 it’s as well to choose friends 
who are unfamiliar wilh the latest 
Quebec crisis, as this makes none 
sense of much of the cosy smugness 
of most of the writings.

Canada’s Jews Retain Own Identity 
But Become Outstanding Canadians 


Reviewed by RICHARD BOWER 

The Jewish Community in Canada ia the first of 
two volumes which together will cover for the first 
time the detailed history of the Jews in Canada from 
their beginnings as an identifiable group in this coun¬ 
try in the early 1700s until the present day. 


By any count this mutt be 
considered an important, it not 
necessary, addition to the library of 
any serious student of Canadian 
history or Canadian affairs. This, 
the first volume, recounts in emi¬ 
nently readable fashion the essential 
history of Canadian Jewish life as it 
developed here. 

And in it. the author, Dr. Stuart 
E. Rosenberg, Rabbi of Toronto's 
Beth Tzedec Congregation, success¬ 
fully achieves that happy plateau 
between breadth of view and detail 
of information to which every 
recorder of history aspires. 

Generously paying tribute to 
earlier works — particularly the 
History of the Jews ta Canada by 
Benjamin G. Sack, which deals with 
the pioneering history from the 
beginnings until 1899 — Dr. Rosen¬ 
berg expresses the view in his 
foreword that the Jewish community 
in Canada is a Twentieth Century 
phenomena and that there has not 
until now been an up-to-date national 
history, scientifically conceived with 
an overview that charts the inner 
dynamics of community-building. 

With this as his goal the author 
unfolds an exciting and absorbing 
story which cannot help but fasci¬ 
nate all who read it. The remark -

able degree of objectivity be attains, 
which is so neccessary in a history of 
this kind, is perhaps explained by 
the fact Jfcat Dr. Roaenberg was 
neither born nor educated in Canada 
and has consciously avoided identify¬ 
ing himself with any Jewish organi¬ 
zational establishment in this 
country 

To summarize — the author 
divides his first volume into four 
parts; la the Beginning, which 
covers New France, English Canada 
and the first century of Jews in 
Canada; Dispersion, which deals 
with the movement of Jews into 
other parts of Canada; A Tale of 
Two UUes, about Montreal and To¬ 
ronto, and Freedom and Identity, 
which describes the community’s 
quest for political freedom and its 
battle over education. 

Within each of these parts is a 
wealth of information which does 
much to explain the peculiar ability 
of Canada's Jews to retain their own 
identity while simultaneously becom¬ 
ing good, and in many instances,

outstanding Canadians in almost 
every field of human endeavor.

Military Histories 
Extol Courage, Glory

Today, Britain is still engaged in 
die continuing debate as to whether 
or not aircraft carriers are obsolete. 
Because of die cost plus vulnera¬ 
bility factory, their days could be 
numbered 

This is the perfect moment, 
therefore, to publish a history of 
British naval air power and in Strike 
from the Sea this has now been 
done. 

No book on the subject could be 
more authoritative. Author Robert 
Jackson, still an active pilot on the 
staff of die RAFVR, has covered 
every major operation of the Fleet 
Air Arm and its predecessor, 
the RNAS, from the bombing of the 
Bolshevik fleet in 19L9, through the 
Second World War to Malaya, Korea 
and Suez. 

Jackson has managed to com¬ 
press 52 years of history into 1S7 
pages. Of necessity his account is a 
breathless one, packed with names 
and statistics. It is a pity that he 
wasn't allowed sufficient space for a 
sweeping narrative to give full play 
to his intense sense of drama and 
color. 

However, toe facts are all there, 
and they speak for themselves. The 
feats of toe naval pilots, particularly 
in the early days, form a story of 
unparailed courage and devotion to 
doty. 

Jackson himself is pessimistic 
about toe future of British naval air 
power, but he ends with this 
warning; 

“In an age where military and 
naval thinking is dictated by the 
hydrogen bomb, it is too easily 
forgotten that a nation, particularly 
an island nation, could be reduced to 
impotence by a non-nuclear war 
fought on the high seas."

an obvious bid by two military 
historians to keep the flag flying by 
parading the army's exploits from 
the early 17th century to the 
present. 

The editors have assembled a 
formidable list of experts to con¬ 
tribute articles on the great battles 
of the past, and have even included 
such sidelights as dress and military 
organizations of various periods. 

It s a brave effort, but it hasn’t 
come off, and the reason is that the 
contributors have ail spent their 
lives in some facet of army life and 
are so soaked in tales of glory they 
are light years removed from 
current public thinking. 

As I turned the pages of this book 
I became increasingly sickened by 
the long history of carnage. Not 
because I was reading of death and 
destruction, but because the writers 
treat it as something glorious, 
which, as all participants know, it ia 
not. 

(juite aside from personal feel¬ 
ings, the book seemed to me also a 
literary failure. Far loo much is 
covered in too short a space. There 
arc no in-depth analyses to interest 
armchair-generals, and tire politics 
of war — the motives — are either 
glossed over or ignored. 

The military historians and 
generals responsible for this book 
are too insulated from reality to take 
on the task of public education. 
Anyone outside their messes and 
academic fortresses could have told 
them that these days the best way 
to alienate public opinion la to wave 
a flag and produce a book dripping 
with blood.

If you are visiting Kyutiuot , a 
pretty fishing village on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, don’t 
be surprised if you see a fully- 
grown harbor seal hoist himself 
from the sea, flop along the float, 
push open the garden gate and 
climb up the basement stairs. 

That's Mias Charlie. the friendly Kyuquot 
Beal And if it a a rainy day, she'll give herself a 
good run down on the wet grass before she joins 
the family. That's a warning in case you happen 
to be liaving morning coffee in the kitchen with 
Esco and Irncy Kayra. 

Miss Charlie has been living with the Kayra 
family off and on for the past six years, ever 
since she was brought into the wurld by a local 
seal hunter who performed a caesarean operation 
on her dead mother. 

Rescued by Lucy and Esco, the little pup 
thrived on a formula of milk and cod liver oil. 
She slept in the bread box and swam in the 
bathtub. With the sea at her front gate, the 
orphan had the best of both worlds — round-the- 
clock care and attention from Lucy in the house 
for the first two weeks, and then un introduction 
to the sea later when Esco built a floating crate 
in the salt water beside the float. 

As with ali animals, weaning is the difficult 
period but Lucy persevered. With patience and 
intuition she overcame the initial problems of 
diarrhoea and the pup’s refusal to take down 
solid food. At last after a month Charlie was 
swallowing strijw of salmon. 

The whole of Kyuquot was her playground. 
She swam among the fishboats, flopped out on the 
floats to play with the children, and waddled to 
the front gate when she was hungry Notices were 
prominently displayed around the cove to want 
visitors of her special place In the community. As 
an extra precaution Esco painted her head white 
to deter hunters who might fancy her pelt as they 
had her mother's. 

Bui the big problem was to teach her how to 
catch fish for herself. As with most animate this 
is something which doesn't come naturally. 
Charlie had boch so used to recognizing food as 
orange sockcye salmon that it was almost 
impossible to teach her to eat any tiling else. Lucy 
describes their difficulty. 

"To accustom Charlie to recognize silver 
movement Id the water, wc put a herring on a 
string and got her to run after it. It wasn't until 
fall that she caught her first fish — a dog salmon. 
She brauglif it home and dropped it at my feet. 
Sim wanted roe to cut it up. Soon after that she 
brought home an octopus. And on Christmas Day 
•lie brought us a present of a ling cod.” 

The first few times Charlie ieft the cove for 
any length of time, the Kayras were on 
tenterhooks awaiting her return. How was a tame

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sear going ro cope with the hazards of Uie wild? 
On one occasion an Indian fisherman from Pie 
nearby village on Aikis Island recognized Charlie 
near a pod of killer whales. He returned to 
Kyuquot with Charlie swimming beside ids boat 
and proudly announced that he had saved Charlie 
from the killer whales. 

"Site spent three days rigid beside rjiy boat 
And when I left for Kyuquot, she followed right 
into the harbor.” 

Esco frequently takes Charlie out on abaione 
diving trips in Uie speedboat. On one occasion 
when they were more than 1.0 miles from 
Kyuquot, Charlie jumped out of his lap and dived 
overboard. When Pie time came to leave. Esco 
couldn't find her. He returned sadly to Kyuquot 
Lucy reminisced: "You'd think he'd lost his 
own kid. Next morning at 4 a.m. he left in Pie 
Courageous hi look fur Charlie who Is more 
familiar with the sound of the big Holler's motor 
than the speedboat. Still no Charlie. At last, throe 
days later, Charlie flopped through the gate after 
finding her way home through 10 miles of strange 
territory.”

When Charlie was in heat, Esco look her to a 
nearby seal breeding rocks Unfortunately she 
showed no interest in the males ol the colony.

The first year the Kayras spent the winter in 
Victoria, Charlie seemed to guess that the family 
was leaving for a long time As Lucy and the 
children piled their suitcases on Pie dock and 
climbed Into the float plane. Charlie followed 
them right onto the pontoons of the plane The 


following spring when they returned to Kyuquot 
Piere was Charlie on the dock to meet them, as if 
once agaui she had known their plans. 

And so it has been for ax years. Charlie 
spends her winters fending for Ircrseif in the sea. 
But every spring and summer you'll find her back 
in Kyuquot flopping along the float, pushing open 
Pic garden gate and climbing up the basement 
stairs.

Prentice said the man was

The intruder then forced 
the station personnel to walk 
to the television studio, but 
Prentice had gone ahead and 
telephoned police.

The unions inslat on com¬ 
pletion of a new collective 
agreement before the men 
leave the plant
